SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

Angel presents the rapes and coercion of young female high school students by their 
teacher. It also depicts group rape of a young female, threatened rape of a girl by three 
fellow female students and the sexual abuse of pupils all in a sexualised and titillatory 
manner. The importer’s submission as to his intended use of the video recording and 
its character are noted. After consideration of the relevant criteria discussed under 
Section 3 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993, it is 
considered that the video recording entitled Angel tends to promote and support both 
the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes and the use of violence and 
coercion to compel any person to participate in or submit to sexual conduct. The video 
recording is therefore classified as objectionable. 
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
